Georgia felines number at this writ- 
ing just two species. In former years 
there were doubtless three, and I have 
heard rumors of the third recently. 
None of the rumors have ever been 
confirmed. The two now extant are 
the lynx, or bobcat, and the wild 
house cat. The third, which undoubt- 
edly occurred here at the time when 
settlers were trickling in and finding 
their ways about, is the puma, known 
in the old days as. the catamount, 


panther or painter. 

It is a matter of record that the 
native cat, the bobcat. is an animal 
that kills to eat. In this way he is 
less of a predator than the house cat, 
but more of that will come later. 

Our bobcat is rare; make no mis- 
take about that. 
the wildest places in the state and is 


fro etoes seen in the vicinity of habita- 


tions. The deeper the swamp, the 
more satisfied the cat. In such places 
the bobcat is not of serious conse- 
quence because of his inherent flesh- 
eating habits. He is a game animal; 
if not under law, then in fact. He 
should have a season for hunting, and 
protection at other times. 

The largest one I have seen was 
approximately 30 inches long. A cat of 
this size is a formidable one. Yet, for 
all the size of the animal his very 
rarity makes him inconsiderable as 
a predator.

| =“By their handicraft you shall know 
them” is a familiar quotation employ- 
ed by students of the American In- 
dian. Observing visitors to the South- 
eastern Fair and Indian Exposition 
at Lakewood park this week have had 


jan opportunity of studying the handi- 


craft of the Indian nations and tribes 
represented there. Many for the first 
time realized that climatie conditions, 
local natural resources and environ- 
ment shaped the lives and destinies of 
the original Americans. 

The impression that practically all 
American Indians lived in tepees is 
rudely shattered by the comprehensive 
array of replicas of the homes of the 
various Indians, In the Seminole na- 
tive village, reconstructed on the fair 
grounds and which houses several fam- 
ilies of Seminoles, there is a replica 
of the old style thatched wigwam for- 
merly used by the Seminoles of south 
Georgia and Florida. However, the 
Seminoles at the fair, all from the 
reservation near Fort Lauderdale, Fla., 
are living in huts similar to those 
they live in on the outskirts of the 
Everglades. The huts are made of 
poles, with elevated floors, a palmetto 
thatched roof and no walls. 

The Cherokees at the exposition also 
are living in thatched huts. but which 
have walls. Near-by there are re- 
plicas of the sod huts inhabited by 
the Cherokees of a century ago. In 
addition, there is a replica of the 
cliff dwelling home, such as are found 
in the Mesa Verde district of Colo-

The various nations each are iden- 
tified by their superiority in some 
craft. The Navajoes are known for 
their fine blankets, as well as their 
fine silver and semi-precious jewel 
work. The Cherokees and the Semi- 
noles are known for their basket weav- 
ing, though each tribe weaves distinct- 
ly different designs and in most cases 
makes the baskets for varied purposes. 
Other tribes for beadwork, carving, 
ete. 

Indian art, distinctly dissimilar 
from any other, is prominently dis- 
played at Lakewood. All 12 tribes 
represented at Lakewood have con- 
tributed to the fine exhibit. Medicine 
Man Manuelita, the Navajo sand 
painter, quietly and slowly assembles 
his myriad-colored sands into intri- 
cate designs which have’ entranced 
thousands of fair-goers during the 
past week. A Navajo painter and a 
Navajo silversmith, both from _ the 
Arizona reservations, assemble a 
throng of quiet, interested, enthusias- 
tic spectators when they begin prac- 
ticing their crafts. 

Chief Manuelita, an aged and re- 
spected Navajo, was one of the 4,000 
who, after being captured by Colenel 
Kit Carson in 1863 and held captive 
for four years, emerged into new life 
in the west. The Indian population,

daily. Miss Martinez, winner of two 
medals at the Century of Progress, is 
one of the country’s outstanding pot- 
tery designers and makers. She dis- 
plays her skill at the art at the ex- 
position where she explains in a soft, 
cultured voice the meaning of many 
of the intricate designs which she in- 
corporates in the pottery she makes. 

Not the least interesting feature of 
the Indian village is the Indian trad- 
ing post, constructed entirely of jogs 
with the block-houses at the four cor- 
ners. In the trading post is exhib- 
ited and for sale, Indian-made jewelry. 
finery, costumes, war implements and 
other curios. 

The Seminole women, squatted on 
the ground or on the thatched floors 
of their native huts, spend their “ays 
and evenings piecing intricate designs

DISAPPROVED 


Project Could Not Retire 
Bond Issue in Sufficient 
Time, Board Finds. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—The pro- 
posed Atlantic to the Gulf ship canal 
across Georgia and Florida is out- 
side the normal self-liquidating re- 
quirements of the publie works ad- 
ministration for repayment and amor- 
tization, members of the special board 
named to make an economic study of 
the project, reported here today. 

The board, composed of afmy engi- 
neers and representatives of the PWA, 
found that the proposed canal could 
earn, through tolls charged ships, 
operating and maintenance expenses 
but said that the revenue obtained 
would not be sufficient to retire a 
bond issue even at a two, per cent 
interest rate within a reasonable pe- 
riod. 

Completing its initial labors the 
board last June presented a prelimin- 
ary report estimating the cost of a 
30-foot sea level canal at $143,000,- 
000, exclusive of interest during the 
six-year period of construction. In- 
structed to make a further economic 
survey to determine the possibility 
of the project liquidating a PWA 
loan with interest at 2 per cent and 
repayment of the cost of construction 
in 5O years, today’s second report 
said the loan necessary for building 
the canal could not be repaid without 
interest even in less than SO years. 

PWA To Drop Project. 

In the light of the adverse findings 

the PWA is expected to drop further 


consideration of the project which has| 


been agitated for a number of years. 
President Roosevelt directed that the

The maps included charts of the 
Sourland mountain district in New 
Jersey, where the Hopewell home of 
the Lindberghs was located, and of 
the Martha’s Vineyard-Buzzard Bay- 
Gay Head section of the Massachu- 
setts coast. i 

Immediately, it was recalled that 
the note given to Dr. John F. Con- 
don—“Jafsie,” the intermediary—aft- 
er payment of the $50,000 ransom in 
St. Raymond's cemetery in the Bronx 
said Baby Lindbergh would be found 
on a boat in that section. 

This note read: 

“The boy is on boad Nelly. It. is 
a small boad 28 feet long. Two 
persons are on the boad the are 
innosent. You will find the boad 
between Horseneck beeach and Gay 
Head near Elizabeth island.” 


Colonel Lindbergh, “Jafsie” and 
others flew to this section. But they 
‘found nething. Baby Lindbergh was 
already dead. 

Foley said Hauptmann, at the re- 
quest of Attorney-General David T. 
Wilentz, of New Jersey, drew sections 
of the Jersey area shown on the maps 
from memory. 

“He was requested to reproduce 
these maps from memory,” Foley said, 
“which he did with remarkable ac- 
curacy, even down to drawing the 
intersecting forks (of roads) in New 
Jersey and Massachusetts territory.” 


Importance of Maps. 


The prosecutor said discovery ofthe 
maps, and Hauptmann’s mental repro- 
| duction of them, would be used to re- 
|fute the prisoner's statements that he 
|had never been in the neighborhood 
‘of the Hopewell home. 

In Jersey, Colonel H. Norman 
Schwarzkopf was inclined to place 
little importance on discovery of the 
maps. e said they were found in 
the first day's search of the Haupt- 
mann home. Other maps showed, he 
said, various motor routes over the 
continent. 

As the special venire was prepared 
by John A. Pachler, Bronx county 
commissioner of jurors, under the su- 
pervision of County Judge James M. 
Barrett, officials of Hunterdon coun- 
ty in New Jersey—the locale of the 


most sensational crime in modern 


times—was 
grand jury for early next week. 
Their case permitting, Jersey of- 
ficials want to try Hauptmann on 
the kidnap-killing charge before’ he ‘is 
brought to court in the Bronx. 
German Criminal Record. 

District Attorney Foley also made 

blic today the criminal record of 

auptmann in Germany, cabled to 
him by Detective Arthur Johnson, of 
the New York city police, who is 
handling the ends of the investigation 
reaching across the Atlantic. 

The record showed: 

March 22, 1919, Kamenz (Haupt- 
mann’s home in Germany): Burglary, 
theft, receiving stolen goods, guilty on 
five charges; two years, six months, 
one week. 

June 3, 1919-March 26, 1919, Ka- 
menz: Holdup, gun; two years, six 


months. 

June 17, 1919: Sentenced Bautzen 
jail, Judge Berndt; paroled. 

March 30, 1923: Three years (no 
charge given). ' 

Johnson said Hauptmann escaped, 
presumably from jail in Kamenz, 
June 20, 1923. 

The mental examination of Haupt- 
mann by six psychiatrists—three rep- 
resenting New Jersey, two the Bronx 
county and one the defense—was re- 
newed late today. Results of yester- 
day’s tests were not disclosed. 

Companions Sought. 

In Jersey, investigators pressed 
their search for the companion of 
Hauptmann the day the prisoner tried 


to pass a gold certificate, supposedly’ 


from the ransom loot later found in 
the Hauptmann garage, for a lumber- 
yard purchase. 

Jersey officials said so far the Lind- 
bergh man hunt has cost that state 
$47,475.34. 

Aids of District Attorney Foley, 
late today, questioned three persons, 
two of them friends of the prisoner 
who had been interrogated be fore. 

These two were Henry Uhlig, close 
friend of Isadore Fisch, and Hans 
Mueller, a nephew by marriage of 
Mrs. Hauptmann. 

It was Fisch, Hauptmann said, who 
left the ransom bills at his home 
— he went to Germany, where he 
died. 

J. A. Bergen, a florist across the 
street from the Bronx cemetery where 
the ransom was paid, was the third 
man questioned. He was asked if he 
saw any persons loitering around the 
cemetery on the day the payment was 
made, 

The district attorney’s office did 


not disclose the results of the ques- 
tioning.

HONORING A BENEFACTOR 


The eighty-sixth annivercsary of 
the birth of Dr. Edward Livingston 
Trudeau, pioneer in the movement 
in the United States to reduce the 
losses from tuberculosis and found- 
er of the. first tuberculosis sani- 
'tarium in the country, will be com- 
‘memorated at the annual luncheon- 
meeting of the Georgia Tubercu- 
‘losis Association in Atlanta today. 


Similar meetings will be held in 
Savannah, Augusta and Columbus 
as part of a nation-wide observance 
of Dr. Trudeau’s birthday. 

At the age of 17, Edward Liv- 
ingston Trudeau was about to en- 
ter the naval academy, when his 
|brother became ill with tubercu- 
losis. He remained at home to care 
for the brother, who later died. 
Young Trudeau then took up the 
study of medicine, only to find, 
shortly after his graduation, that 
he also was a sufferer from the 
white plague. He went to a hunt- 
‘ing lodge in the Adirondacks, where 
the progress of the disease was 
‘checked, 

With a fund of $3,000, Dr. Tru- 
deau in 1882 established the first 
tuberculosis sanitarium in the coun- 
try in a one-room cottage having 
a small porch. Today the meth- 
ods he employed in this tiny ‘‘sani- 


'tarium”’ are still used, to a large 
extent, in the 633 great institutions 
‘in the country devoted to the cure 
of tuberculosis. .The original sani- 
tarium is now an institution con- 
sisting of 36 modern buildings cov- 
ering three-quarters of a square 
mile. :

News Behind the News 


TENSION WASHINGTON, Oct:. 4.—The whole undertone of 
world relations is undergoing a subtle change. 

It started within the past 30 days when the Japanese decided 
to buy out the Russian half-interest in the Chinese Eastern rail- 
way. Our diplomats doubted at first that reports of the purchase 
could be true. They knew very well that the Japanese never would 
lay out $50,000,000 for the railway if they intended.to have war 
with Russia any time soon. By merely declaring war, the Japa- 
nese could take the railway for nothing. 

Apparently, the wise men of Tokyo decided to purchase a tem- 
porary peace in their rear for $50,000,000 so they could face east- 
ward to their adversaries across the seas. 

You can see what that means—plenty of trouble in the impend- 
ing London naval discussions. Also, that Russia can relax her mili- 
tary pressure on the Manchurian border and pay more attention to 
Mr. Hitler and the Poles. Which will cause Mr. Hitler to give some 
thought to his eastern frontier, thus relaxing his pressure on 
France, 


DELAY You may have noticed the front-page squawk by the 
Japanese militarists the other day, demanding thou- 
sands more planes. The little railway news item is behind that also. 
The Japanese militarists know very well that the Japanese naval 
faction is going to get the upper hand in Tokyo out of this rail- 
way deal. A war with Russia would be a land war. If it becomes 
less imminent, army expenses will be cut down and the money will 
go into ships. 

Now, no one on the inside here believes the railway deal will 
prevent an ultimate war. What they do believe is that it will delay 
the war at least three more years. That is delay enough to per- 
mit Japan to carry out her naval building intentions. 


HOPELESS HOPES The preliminary naval conversations at 


ondon two weeks hence are regarded 
privately as hopeless. There is every reason to expect that the 
Japanese will demand parity, or, at the very least, a bigger cruiser 
ratio. Britain will take the lead in declining, but’she will have the 
backing of the United States, Italy and France. 

After a few sharp words, everyone will go home and build more 
ships. : 
Norman Davis nearly let the cat out of the bag the other day. 
He is the most optimistic man in the world. He has to be, or he 
would not still be working for disarmament. But, when someone 
asked him if he would take any naval experts to London for the 
conversations, he replied: ‘“‘You bet. I need all the troops Fk can

RUMORS There are a lot of international rumors going around. 
One is that Hitler has signed a five-year secret alliance 
with the Japanese for both eastern and western co-operation. Also 
that Hitler is sending 600 aviation pilots and mechanics to Japan 
during the next six months to act as instructors. Another is that 
a white Russian army of 150,000 has been organized in Manchukuo 
to help the Japanese. 
Our officials are inclined to doubt the figures e¢ited in the 
rumors, but suspect there is some basis of truth in the ideas. 


INFLUENCE The inside influence of the president’s mother on 
certain New Deal affairs is being talked about 
wherever New Dealers assemble. Mrs. James Roosevelt is sup- 
posed to have been responsible for the selection of Harry Hopkins 
as relief administrator, and for several other equally important 
choices.

Detroit's Mickey Cochrane, a 
Hero. college-taught young man 
from New. England, is a 
hero in Detroit at this writ Hero 
is a word which is often used without 
real justification but in the present 
case it is appropriate. Cochrane has 
won the American league baseball pen- : 
nant and brought the World Series 
back to Detroit after 25 years. 

This has hada very good effect on 
the morale of the city and on several 
lines of business. It may be hard to 
believe that such an event as the win- 
ning of the pennant could lift the 
spirits of a big, sophisticated city 
which has suffered a severe beating for 
several years but this effect is quite 
plain to anyone on the ground. en- 
nants and World Series shows are 
routine in New York, Washington, St. 
Louis and CHficago and many times in 
recent years the people have neglected 
to buy up all the seats. But in De- 
troit just now it is as if the city, 
itself, had achieved some glorious suc- 
cess. 


Of course, the newspapers are 
crowded with World Series copy in- 
cluding the traditional fakery commit- 
ted under the names of various illiter- 
ates, and the merchants, catching the 
spirit of the thing, have wrought the 
World Series into their ads. That 
always happens except that in New 
York the business man buying space 
in the papers usually remembers that 
baseball is a business, too, and gets 
enough free advertising without any 
contribution from him. Detroit is dif- 
ferent from any other World Series 
city of recent years in the respect that 
some very sensible people actually feel 
the thrill which ordinarily is only so 
much confetti and noise, 


The members of the 
Royal Detroit ball club, none 
Treatment. of whom live in De- 

troit, have been treat- 
ed as though they had brought back 
prosperity. Although Detroit’s retail 
merchants have gone through very bad 
times what with the great bank fail- 
ures and the stagnation of the auto- 
mobile industry, many of them went 
into :their stock to give individual 
presents of considerable value to each 
member of the team. The ball players 
received wrist watches, rings and suits 
for all hands ’round and I believe they 
were given hats, also, and scattered 
issues of socks, shirts and all such. 
Mickey Cochrane got an electric re- 
frigerator as big as a two-car garage 
and an expensive radio and Schoolboy 
Rowe, the star pitcher, who is aiming 
to get married after the series, will 
count among his loot a standard three- 
room outfit of furniture donated by 
an emotional storekeeper. The free 
publicity which these gifts created for 
the donors seems to be far short of 
the cash value of the presents so the 
conclusion must be that the merchants 
really believe a great boon has been 
conferred on their city and find them- 
selves sincerely grateful. 

The athletes were feted so lavishly 
for a week that they were taken out 
of circulation, socially, two nights be- 
fore the opening game and ordered to 
sleep themselves into shape to repre- 
sent the honor of Detroit. Mr. Coch- 
rane made a particular exception as 
to himself Monday night because he 
had been invited to a dinner in his 
honor at the Detroit Athletic Club. 
During the evening they made him 
an honorary member, which was tap- 
ping him for bones in Detroit.

Freedom of the press implies 
no obligation of honesty in the press 
at World Series time. The fakery 
was never quite as raw and degrading 
as it has been this year.

Prime Minister Says Presi- 
dent Correctly Appraises 
British Efforts.

LONDON, Oct. 4.—Prime Minister 
‘James Ramsay MacDonald came back 
to the political wars today, declaring 


President Roosevelt had the right slant 
on Great Britain's recovery program. 

The national government has used 
practical methods to solve practical 
problems, MacDonald said as he re- 
turned to his office at No. 10 Down- 
ing street. deeply tanned and appar- 
ently much improved in health by his 
Canadian vacation. 

“As President Roosevelt remarked 
so trgly and with such keen aecuracy 
of judgment,“ the ae minister «om- 
mented, “no intelligent observers can 
accuse this country of ‘undue or- 
thodoxy’ in the present emergency. 

“The policy of the national govern- 
ment has been not to follow old for- 
mulae or be orthodox. We faced prac- 
tical ——s in a practical way, and 
in relation to the new political and 
economic circumstances which has 
been especially marked since the end 
of the war. 

“Where orthodoxy has appeared to 
be a wise guide we have been ortho- 
dox. Where the orthodoxy of the 
past few generations appeared to us 
to have ceased to correspond to ac- 
tual conditions, we have been unortho- 
dox and have hit out with new plans 
and new social outlooks. 

“That has been the policy of the 
national government, and I can tell 
you this: It will continue to be 
the policy.”

Governor’s Achievement 
Is Limned in Speech of 
Renomination. 


CITY AUDITORIUM. MACON, 


Ga., Oct. 4.—Senator Joe Ben Jack- 


son, of Gray, renominating Governor 
Talmadge for his second term at the 
state democratic convention here to- 
day, praised the governor's record, re- 
cited his campaign promises in the 
recent campaign and heartily indorsed 
“every sentiment expressed” by Shel- 
by Myrick, the temporary chairman 
and keynote speaker. 

In describing the conditions which 
confronted Governor Talmadge when 
he first assumed office in January. 
1933, Senator Jackson said: 

“When Governor Talmadge 
sworn in office as governor of Geor- 
gia, he found the state lying flat 
of her back, bleeding from every pore, 
and enemies tearing her from every 
side. He found that she was bur- 
dened with an indebtedness of $7,- 
597,000 and with very little with 
which to pay.

He found that 
the state owed our gallant old Con- 
federate veterans and their widows a 
part of their pensions fer a number 
f vears. 

“Remember

_ The device is manipulated mechani- 
cally, the hand being too clumsy to 
wield it, and it has offered . biologists 
and cytologists a remarkable weapon 
in further inquiries into the functions 
and activities- of the cell—the unit 
of life. 

Through its use protoplasm has 
been removed for the surroundin 
cell wall and the deeper portions o 
the cell have been probed,’ according 
to the Amefican Chemical Society's 
publication, Industrial and Engineer- 
ing Chemistry. By using the’ micro- 
manipulator it is possible to make 
an injection into the cell’s remote 
sections, and the minute crystals de- 
posited there may be removed, Pro- 
fessor Hoefler is now using a new 
technique by which the rate at which 
the cells coagutate, when treated with 
certain chemicals, is being accurately 
measured. He is also classifying just 
what substances are desirable to the 
cell.

AT-INSULL'S TRIAL 


U. S. Attorney Attacks 
Former Magnate’s Rep- 
utation as Financier. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 4—()—From the 
books and records of some 75 corpora- 
tions, the government today began as- 
sembling proof in support of its claim 


that Samuel Insull’s “corporation se- 
curities company of Chicago” was 
only a weapon which to take $100,- 
000, from investors. 


First witnesses were the office 
managers of brokerage houses. They 
were asked only to identify their own 
contributions to the small mountain 
of ledgers and other records on which 
the prosecutors rely. 


Earlier in the first day of Insull’s 
trial for mail fraud, the erstwhile 
utilities overlord and 16 business as- 
sociates, sitting like a school class be- 
neath Federal Judge James H. Wil- 
kerson’s bench, heard charges attack- 
ing Insull’s reputation as a financier. 

‘They came from United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Wright H. Green, out- 
lining his case in the government's 
opening statement. Reading to the 
jury in a calm, but sometimes satiric 
voice, the young prosecutor promised 
to prove: 

Claims of Attorney. 
1—That while investors lost about 
$100,000,000 when the company sank, 
Insull himself received, in all, more 
than $28,000,000 from it. 

2—That the company was launched 
as a “simple conspiracy to swindle, 
cheat and defraud the public.” 


3—That while issuing stocks and 
bonds for which investors paid $143,- 
000,000 in all, Insull and the others 
“rigged” the market—being secretly 
behind every single transaction, in one 
month, which occurred on the Chi- 
cago Stock Exchange and gave the 
company’s stock luster. 

4—That Insull and the others 
drained the company for dividends, 
even after it was insolvent, and cre- 
ated it in the fitst place as a way of 
unloading some troublesome invest- 
ments and getting in fresh cash at 
the same time. 

Stock Unloaded. 

The government asserted that In- 
sull and his son, seeing their com- 
panies tottering late in 1931 and early 
in 1982, unloaded stock in  Insull 
Utility Investments, Inc., on Utility 
Securities Co., hiding the deals 
through brokers. 

Although he promised proof that 
every one of the 17 defendants had a 
share in the scheme, knew the com- 
pany was flimsy and launched it only 
because they were in dire need of 
money. Green focused blame upon In- 
sull himself, and upon Harold IL 
Stuart, president of the nationally 
known investment banking house of 
Halsey Stuart and Company. 

Insull, his son, Samuel Jr., and his 
brother, Martin J. Insull, were the 
members of the executive committee 
of Corporation Securities, along with 
Stuart. They were also the finance 
committee of Insull Utility Invest- 
ments, which the government prosecu- 
tor charged was used as the customer 
to keep Insull stocks lively on the 
stock exchanges.

SCIENTIST REVEALS 
X-R AY PRODUCTION 
IN MERCURY TESTS 


BERKELEY, Cal., Oct. 4.—(P)— 
X-rays from mercury, an entirely new 


McPherson 


source for such radiation, were an- 
nounced tonight from the Univers ty 
of California. 


The discovery that 


mercury will 


produce X-rays was the sutgrowth of 


a new type of tigh-pow>r vacuum 
tube with voltages not hitherto avail- 
able to science. The process was de- 
scribed in the physical review by Wes- 
ley M. Coates and David H. Sloan, of 
the university's radiation laboratory, 
department of physics. 

The new tube causes particles of 
matter of atomic smallness to travel 
with tremendous speeds through a se- 
ries of small tubes. The driving force 
in each tube is an electric field. The 


method resembles shooting shells out 
of a series of cannon coupled togeth- 


er end to end. 

The ldtest tubes of this sort, to- 
night’s report states, develop energies 
of 2,850, electron volts. The “bul- 
lets” are mercury ions, or heavy par- 
ticles of mercury.
